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THE RACE QUESTION 


Concepts relating to Race have 
had devastating affecta upon 
mankind, and have resulted in 
prejudice and intoleration, 
pereecuwon and death against 
minorities throughout the world 
Raaam haa been a two] used by 
the capitalint clase to cast the 
blame for existing social evils 
against certain sectone of the 
community and by so doing 
creating a ecapegoat, and 
diverting the attention of the 
working class away from the real 
cause of the problema 

capitabeam. As long as workers do 
not properly understand how 
capitalism operates the danger of 
the persecution of minorities, and 
the pernimoue doctrine of raaam, 
will remain. Once the workera 
understand the true cause of their 
problema - we wil] have socialism, 
and this is the only complete 
guerantee that any minontty can 
have against the ever-present 
threat and horror of the 
unecientific and inhuman 
attitudes of the racist. 


The very term ‘race’ is vulnerable 
to wide interpretation, and 
becomes questionable, and has 
been purposely distorted. When 
an attempt is made to divide the 
human spenea into various races 
difficulties of scientific and 
accurate classificaton arise. The 
prime reason for thie bas been 
man’s unceasing migrations 
eince his omgins, and the 
consequent interbreeding which 
hae resulted. Race purity, with 
possible isulated exceptions such 
as the Pygmies of Centra! Africa. 
@ oOD-existent and ae a 
Consequence the term ‘race’ as 
applied to man loses its 
significance. In fact, many social 
scientists would like to abandon 


the use of the expression 
altogether. Whether we like it or 
not, and the sociahst coold not 
care leas. we are all now very well 
mongrelized and we belong under 
the common henner of homo 
eapiens the human race. 


Charlea Darwin. in his work The 
Deecent of Man, doubts whether 
anv trait may be adduced that ia 
distinctive and constant for a 
certain race, and states that man 
haa been studied more thoroughly 
than any other organic being, and 
yet there is the greatest possible 
divermty amongst capable judges 
whether he ahould be classed as a 
single species or race, or classified 
in from 2 up to 63 different races, 
and he quotes the various 
authorities with their individual 
preferences. 

We are not anthropologiats - we 
are socialists - and when we use 
the term ‘race’ we do so with the 
realization that: 


(1) The only true race as far as 
man is concerned is the human 
race - the one to which we belong. 


(2) The term ‘race’ as applicable to 
mean creates problems inasmuch 
as it ia moet difficult to establish 
clear cut physical distinguishing 
characteristics that have been 
inherited, and that are sufficient 
to classify one group from 
another. 

(3) I¢ ia an obvious error tw refer to 
nationalities and place of birth as 
a hall-mark of race. The ‘British’ 
race, the ‘German’ race, the 
‘Japanese race, etc. are falue and 
inaccurate terma. 


(4) The race concept has been 
artfully and deceptively used asa 
divisive metbod for splitting the 
working class into opposing 


campe. and by so doing creas, 
the compounding eXistin, 
miseries, and deluding a. 
workers into placing the Ma» | 
for the problema on Certad, 
minorities. And, 


(5) As socialiata, we assert the 
the color of a man’s abr 6, 
shape of hie head, the natury¢ 
his hair, and all the multitudeg |) 
physical qualities othat } | 
possesses, have nothia, | 
whatsoever to do with he | 
intelligence and behavicy, | 
patterns. These ure determing | 
by environment - and & } 
environment foreach, includesa’ | 
that which is external to ourbes | 
and algo al) that which isinte | 
to our body and race conc 
play no part in this process my 
are irrelevant. 


The all important question wa; 
racial discrimination, and az 
other allied forma of intolerate: 
and anti-democratic condoa k 
eliminated within the framewy | 
of capitalism? We say thy | 
cannot 

Capitaliam is an ever-constar | 
fertile breeding ground for @ 
forms of discrimination, x | 
this takes place continuously ax | 
with varying degrees ofintenah. | 
Further, the overnding problen 
of poverty, war, insecurity a 
unemployment are all embraci; | 
as far as the working class 
concerned, irrespective of rma 
and the political energies of & 
working class should be directx — 
solely to the achievement d 
socialism which will elim 
the capitalist system in @ 
entirety, and with it the be 
cause of race intoleratsi 
together with all the other majx 
social evils that exist today. b ~ 
the United Statea we have & | 
history of the forced importaie 
of black people from Afnca ¥¥ 
were originally brought ove # 
slaves to live a wretched bf. 
primarily in the gout. 


Subsequently when tht 
achieved a higher status. & 
became wage slaves, the 
suffered the double indignity # 
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not only wurking for wageea like 
other white fell workers, but 
they were discriminated against 
because of the pigmentation of 
thar skin,and because of eocia) 
ignorance, and because it auited 


the intereata of the ruling clasa. 
Today however the position has 
changed sorne and the 
capitalist clase, nave become 
more sophiatics nder- 

sanding how b run their 


system, realize that under modern 
eapitaliam more profita can be 
made from an educated working 


cissa, who in orde produce 
dfectively and in the 
factories have to work in 


comparative harmony and co 
operation with each other. Also 


the black population become 
customers in the market place 
and most important, they have 
the vote. All these considerations 
bave changed the rac» climate - 
but the chang e has not arisen 
fom altruiam and compassion - 
but because the economic and 
material conditions have shown 
the capitalist cle that racism 
can affect profits adversely; that 


modern capitalism needs an 
educated working clase, and in 
the advanced industrial countries 
capitalist democracy ia the most 
practical form of administration. 
And thie means that discrimiin- 
aton against sections of the 
population becauve of skin color, 
etc. can be disruptive to profits, 
and the realization of surplus 
value, which is obtained by the 
exploitation of whites and blacks, 
through the wages system, by the 
simple [proceaa of paying for just 
@ portion of the values the white 
and black workera produce which 
approximates to their cust of 
subsistence, and retaining the 
difference. Now if there were no 
tich phenomenon as racial 
mination, the black and 
white workera would be able to 
Wore each other's cumplexions 


and suffer the iniquities of war, 


poverty, msecunty and unem 
ployment and wage slavery 
together, in blissfa) misery 


untainted by racism. But whata 
poor second best thie would be, 
when socialism as an alternate 
system can be worked for and 
obtained. 


The hopeleasnesa of looking for 
solutions under capitaliem can 
further be illustrated by turning 
to Africa. In South Africa, of 
course, you have apartheid and 
the sickening spectacle of socially 
ignorant white capitalists and 
eocially ignorant white workers 
discriminating against human 
beings with black skins. However 
the writing is on the wall and 
there is a large aection of white 
capitalista in South Africa that 
realize the adminietranon is 
behind the times, and develop 
ment is being hampered and 
atrangled, and potentia! profits 
jeopardiaed. Apartheid is a costly 
system to operate and requires a 
large bureaucracy of civil 
servants for ita enforcement, and 
unnecessary duplications of 
facilinea throughout the country 
catering to whites and blacks ona 
separate basis. 


In the summer of ‘76 I was in 
South Africa and was booked to 
fly British Airways from Durban 
to Nairobi, Kenya. Imagine my 
surprise when I went to a Suuth 
African Airline office to confirm 
my reservations and found I had 
been switched to the Israeli 
Airlines. A moment's reflection 
wae all I needed to evaluate the 
significance. South Africa and 
Israel, at present, are doing 
business together. In fact, as 
reported in the prees Ierae} 
supples and selle arma to South 
Africa. On the one hand you have 
a State that practises the most 
virulent and oppressive raciat 
philosphies in the world today, 
which cauae untold sufferings to 


milliona who have the misfortune 
to be born black, doing business 
and trading with a State whose 
origins and history are written in 
the blood of mulions of Jews who 
were killed and persecuted au the 
result of similar racieta attitudes 
and beliefs. Rather incongruous, 
and terribly aad, don't you think? 
But the eocialieat well knows 
supposed principles fly out the 
window under capitalism, when 
economics, profita, and markets 
are involved. 


Kenya is an African republic 
state in which the African black 
population comprises approx: 
imately 98%. No racism here but 
the poverty is awful. In Nairobi I 
stayed in a private home that had 
three male servants, who were 
paid the equivalent of about 
$50.00 a month each. In 1975 there 
were incidents of political 
violence and rioting, and 
demonstrationa at Nairobi 
University. The black govern- 
ment and the black ruling class 
are not at all benevolent to their 
black brothers and sisters who 
are members of the working claaa. 
As already indicated, the wage 
level ie shockingly low and when 
in 1975 the lega} minimum pay for 
Kenyane was increased, the 
workers were reminded atrikes 
were still banned. To biack 
workers who think their freedom 
and well-being would be asaured 
aod improved if they lived in a 
country where the askin 
pigmentaton was only black, we 
hope this naive approach would 
be disvarded after an examin- 
ation of the Central African 
Republic, where, December 4, 
1976, the government announced 
dean Bedel Bokasea was 
appointed preaident for life, and 
had renamed the country, the 
Central Afmcan Empire, and 
proclaimed himself Emperor 
Rokuesa |. Anvone moeting the 
Emperor as recently reported on 
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government radio, must how his 
head from a distance of giz paces. 
say. ‘yes, Impena!l Majesty’ if 
answering questions in the 
affirmative and not vee a ‘hbruta) 
no’ if reaponding tiegatively 

Several years ago this ‘champion 
of democracy’. as reported in a 
local paper, led a detachment of 
eoldiera to the central jai) and 
supervised a mass beating. which 
resulted in 3 deaths and 43 
seriously injured. Bokassa eaid 
this attack was intended to 
discourage thievery. This surely 
would indicate black rulers. black 


governments, and black 
camtalists can exploit ther 
fellows with just ese much 


refinement and finesse ras their 
white counterparts. 


Moving acroee to Ugunda, the 
population here is aleo virtually 
al! African and black and in the 
mid 60's nearly all Afncan 
employees earned less than 150 
East African shillings a month. 
The president and dictatorial 
ruler is Genera) Idi Amin. who 
previously ae an outspoken 
admirer of Adolf Hitler and had 
planned to build a monument to 
him in Uganda’s capital. 
However he has recently changed 
hie position on thie, as he found 
out Hitler discriminated against 
black people. Hitler's attitude to 
the Jews, of course, had not 
concerned him af all. In an article 
published in the Arizona Star, 
December 5, 1976, the genera! was 
interviewed by telephone, 
professed a love for Americans, 
and said he would like to be king 
of the United States, if the 
American people wanted him. 
Despotsa and Demagogues can be 
found in all ahades - black. white, 
or yellow, all they need is 
capitaliem, together with a 
gullible unknowledgeable 
working class, who have become 
dimllusioned. This is precisely 
the back ground that hrought 
Hitler to power. 

The establishment of the State of 
Israel had not solved the so-called 


Jewish problem lerael ie a 
designated geographical area 
where predominately Jewish 
capitahsts exploit predominately 
Jewish workers, where the 
customary greeting is ‘shalom’ - 
peace - where war and fighting 
are either taking place, cr are 
always imminent. The Jewish 
people live in perpetual fear and 
etrife. Rabb) Meir David Kahane, 
founder of the Jewish Defense 
League, recently atated, and I 
quote from a newspaper article - 
‘It waa violence that created 
Israel and it is violence that keeps 
alive.’ And most sad to relate 
ewa have also discriminated 
againet Jews. who have dark 
skins, and are of Oriental origin, 
by the use of derogatory remarks. 
This type of ignorance aleo takes 
place outside of Israel where Jews 
use pet Yiddish expressions that 
are alursa against Chriaetians and 
black people. 
In South and Latin Amenca you 
have a vast area in which you 
have a complete mixture of 
human beings of all various 
shades and colors, and forced 
segregation and color dis- 
«crimination are virtually non- 
existent, and yet, you have some 
of the worst poverty in the worla 
combined with military and anti- 
democratic regimes. 
It is futile and a waste of energy to 
seek a solution to the so-called 
race question within the 
framework of capitalism. Wesay, 
to our fellow workers of all colors 
and backgrounds, join with us to 
create a world in which all the 
factories, mines, mills, work- 
shops, traneportation, and 
distributive centers wil] be owned 
in common and democratically 
controlled by and in the interests 
of the whole of society without 
diatiction of race or sex. A society 
that will allow you to physically 
take whatever you need, at any 
time, to satisfy your needs, 
without the shackles of the wagea 
eystem, and without the use of 
money or barter. A society that 
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will welcome your effory 
contributions which will bes 
by you according to the best 
your abilities. A society with, 
clasees, that has united thy 
human race as one, wit) & 
national boundanes or bars, 
and no regard for skin ty 
physical characteristics, cr bin 
place. Such a society we te, 
as Socialim |

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THE CLC ON RACISM 


A pamphlet produced by the 
Canadian Labor Congress titled: 
‘Human Rights in Canada: A 
Focus on Racism,’ can _ be 
regarded aa a useful historical 
outline of examples and types of 
raciam in this country. Written by 
Daniel G. Hill, it mentions the 
genocide of Newfoundland 
Indiana, the Beothuks, by early 
settlers; the instances of black, 
(but not white which also existed) 
unl it was abolished in the 
Bntish Empire in 1833; the anti- 
Catholiciam, anti-Metis, anti- 
Indian bias of early prairie 
settlera: the denial of the 
franchise to natives, East 
Indians, Japanese and Chinese; 
the discrimination against 
blacks, and sexiam. 


It omitted mention of union 
opposition to the landing of a 
thipload of Jewish refugees from 
NaziGermany, who finally had to 
turn back and face the camps and 
ovens after being refused entry 
alao to Cuba, the U.S. and France. 
This tme worn hostility was 
generated by the same logic as 
that used against immigrating 
Asana on the West Coast many 
years before, viz - ‘We have too 
many of our own people 
unemployed.’ 


The author recognized that 
anglophones and francophones, 
as caucasiang, are not separate 
taces but concluded that the 
hoatility between them was and is 
roast. It conjured a nationaliatic 
fiction that Canadian diacrimina- 
ton is unique, is quiet and un- 
obtrusive. 


Included in the pamphlet’s 
CAlgories were ‘institutional 


discrimination, that of buainesses 
in hiring and schools with biased 
hiatory teaching and unsavory 
treatment of minority students 
plus government policies 
immigration lawa againat certain 
races and nationalities. The 
activities of the Klu Klux Clan in 
Canada during the 1920's, '30's 
and ’70’s is also touched upon. 


The work has a foreword by 
Emmet M. Hall, retired Justice ot 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
who is Honorary President of The 
Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association. He accurately said: 
Historically discrimination in 
one form or another has degraded 
humanity since the dawn of 

civilization. 

But instead of descnbing slavery 
as the foundation of civilization 
he lumped alavery in aa another 
form of racism, as something that 
can inadvertantly happen in a 
milieu of equality. The 
accumulated evidence indicatea 
that prejudice has co-existed with 
class division and the CLC 
Pamphlet uses a quote of 
unnamed source: 

Why do people become raciats? .. 
Social psychologists tell ua 
discrimination is the man)- 
festation of one societal 
group's effort to free itself 
from a feeling of inadequacy by 
casting another group 1n an in- 
ferior light. 

The writer seems as determined 
as the CLC in akirting the socal 
cause of raciam by not accepting 
the foregoing indication of it 
which more completely, is the 
fear, insecurity, drudgery and 
frustration of the working class in 
genera). He admits that racism 


‘becomes most overt when two 
factors - economic insecurity and 
increased visibility of racial 
minonities coincide.” (When do the 
workers not ouffer economic 
insecanty”) 


Aside from the eeting courtship 
with reality, the author 
sabmerges beneath the sea of 
capitaliet ideology, that society is 
free, classless in nationalism. For 
instance, there are no workers, 
opposed to capitalists, just 
Canadiana. Capitalist institu- 
tions, lawe governmente, 
businesses, are ‘our’s’. 


The fruitless search for a remedy 
without a cause is made the more 
ridiculous by the fact of the 
pamphlet’s sponsor being the 
central organization of all the 
unionized wage slaves of the 
country. Unions are combina- 
tions to protect the recompense 
and servile conditions of people 
who produce aurplus values for a 
dominant class. But all this 
pamphiet’s solutions to bigotry 
are purported to be in the interest 
of society, but there is no social 
intereat. Any calming of stnfe 
can benefit only the capitalist 
clase generally. And indeed, the 
minority owners of the means of 
life do have much to gain from 
avoiding acta ‘tending to raise 
unrest or disorder amoung the 
people’ as one Manitoba law 
worded it. Exploitation is most 
efficient where the minimum 
disruption prevails. 


The writer pointe out how 
emplovers have missed the 
productive potential of the female 
workforce through old fashioned 
sexism. What a shame, all that 
lost loot. 


The C)C’s National Committee 
on Human Rights voiced racism 
ae @ threat to national unity ($$$). 
It conceded that brotherhood 
could not be legislated but anvone 
who violated mythical equality 
must be punished by law as a 
moral force. This is reminiscent 


oy (' BR eotd war logic that tne 
Russians must be forced to be 
peacet\il even if every one af them 
had & be wiped eat 


Labor Committees for human 
rights were organised croes 
country in the 1940'a and 'S0’e and 
atruggted valiantly inveatigating 
decumenting recist cases, urging 
more government legislation, 
thes taburing mightily to eneure 
that tre legialation wae enforced. 
All in appogition to the votes they 
cast in elections. for capitaliem 
with ite inevitable raciam. Even

weneral and these jobs in 
perucular reveal the morass of 
hopelessness that spawns raciam. 
Uf the 7 job categories named in 
the pam phiet, 5 reflected the clasa 
ausecainty nature of the cause of 
raqnem, pbamely. conservation 
ufficer, correctional offics (palice), 
drug and alcoho) abuse 
counsellors, socia) workera and 
junior auditors. 


The mountain's labor brought 
forth a mere mouse. The whole 
document avowed nothing more 
than the goa) of containing 
discrimination and admitting 
helplesaaneas about prajudice 
jteelf As it ead: 


‘the future mpat look like 
television reruns ... the isaves are 
recycled 


Reference waa twice made to the 
‘pohtical masters’ of human 
nghte commissions. With ‘Paki’ 
jokea supplementing their Polish 
and Ukrainian forebears as 
lubrication with the beer at many 
working clasa conclaves, the 
search should be ehifted to the 
basic relationship of owners and 
non-owner of the means of 
living To end the system of 
political mastere and wage 
slaves. Raciam is again on the 
increase, and Socialist 

knowledge, leading to a society 
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free af worry, atreae. insecurity 
and drudgery, is the only anewer 


to bigotry.

The preseant ‘kerfuffle’ began 
with the handing of the 
administration of Quebec native 
affairs from federal jurisdiction to 
that of ‘Independent’ Quebec. 

With Quebec separatism being a 
class-divided affair, the top dogs 
in that province were not going to 
let the phony equalitarianiem of 
language rights interfere with 
ther newfound empire in the 
North Badly stummed as the 
Inuit were from years of frontier 
exploitation, they ‘got shook up’ 
more when told by the fredom 
lovers down in Montreal that they 
all had to become Frenchmen 
now. This edict was accompanied 
by air-borne policemen to ensure 


thet the democratic decision wae 
enforced. 


80, along came Charlie Watt, 3 
parts caucasian and | part Inuit to 


shout ‘protest!’. Fearsof getting a 
few paltry $million for thousands 
of equare miles of territory as was 
the caae with the James Bay Cree, 
have grown amonathe Inuit. (The 
CQuebec government even laye 
claim to the mineral rights of the 
relatively tiny area relegated as a 
Cree reserve). 


The Northern Quebec Inuit 
(protest) Association occupies the 
biggest and fanciest quarters in 
Fort Chimo, and Macleans noted 
the aimultancous Inuit 
acquisition of a loader and a man 
with power (meaning political 
power over those who blindly 
followed). 


‘The sharpest reproof is reserved 
for the Inuit group’s purchaacof a 
$million executive jet, for flights 
between Fort Chimo and 
Montreal,’ said Maclean's. <A 
hefty expense account bolatcrs 
Watt's $30,000 a year salary (And 
please pay your dues). Charlie 
Watt ia the president, and his 
living quarters don’t look like the 
shacks of thoso he ‘represente’ at 
all. 

According to Maclean-s, Watts- 
authority is contested by three 
communities of Inuit who uppose 
hia plans of trading abonginal 
nghte for a mess of cash. 


Meanwhile other Inuitsa are 
quickly becoming educated. An 
Inuit member of the North West 
Territories legislative asembly 
haa blasted “Toronto Eakimoe 
and suggests a monument be built 
for them with an inscription to 
read ‘I came (north) with nothing, 
I leave with lots, and I leave 
nothing worthwhile behind’ 
(Victoria Times, Feb. 4/78)

As Marx and Engels used the 
terms Communism (common 
ownership) and Socialism (social 
ownership) interchangeably, 
those expressions are to be 
regarded as synonims. 


The Companion Parties regard 
the main tenenta of Marx and the 
other Socialist pioneers as being 
the groundwork of the ecience of 
Socialism, that is, history, 
economics and politics from the 
materialist viewpoint, (or 
underetanding capitalism). 
The purpose will be to determine 
which movement is in the 
interests of the world’s workers. 
The first hurdle is easy - both 
movements are active in more 
than on country; both claim to be 
oppoeed to reformist capitaliem 
and in favor of revoluteon, but 
only the Companion Partes 
define revolution as basic change. 
In the present day this means 
replacing the wages, prices profit 
system with a frontieriess, 
moneyless, claaslees earth where 
all people stand in equal 
relationship to the means of hfe, 
or common ownership and 
democratic control. ‘The 
Communustic abolition of buying 
and eselling,’ and ‘an ssscaation 
in which the free development of 
each is the condition for the free 
development of all.” as Marx said 
in the ‘Communist Manifesto.’ 


CLASS DIVIDED 
‘COMMUNISM’ 


It is true that the ICC is in favor 
of 


...conscious abolition by the 
working ciass of capitalist scaal 


relations based on the law of 
valee. euch as wage-labor, 
coramodity production, netiona! 
frontiers, and the construction of 
a world human community...(JCC 
basic principles). 

This statement can make the ICC 
appear to be indeed for Socialiera 
as the solution to working clase 
problems. But its vagueness 
leaves it open to another 
interpretation. That is, that the 
ICC favors other capitalist social 
relations (not based on the law of 
value, ete.), inclading the main 
one of wagelabor and capital, 
which of course would include the 
above mentioned capitajiat 
institutions the ICC condemned. 


The experience of the Companion 
Parties has been that where a 
radical organization sports a few 
revolutionary concepta in a beg 
mized with reformism. the tail 
does not wag the dog. Sare 
enough, No. 3 of ICC's principles 
says that ‘once the working class 
emerges triumphant bydestroy- 
ing the..(state), it will constarute 
the dictatorahip of theprolet- 
eriate... Whether the working 
clase (about 90% of the 
population) dictates to the 
capitalist clase (about 10% of the 
population) or vice verga as now, 
the fact of a class divided society 
remains. Not Socialist socety of 
free and equal atizens. Thee avn 
Socialist objective plus other 
evidence shows the ICC has not 
excaped Lenin's apron strings. 
Marz never juggied common 
cwnerehip with the ‘dictatorship 
of the proletanate’ on alternate 
weeks. The dictatorship of the 
proletariate was a way station oa 
the road to the objective of 
Soo aksmComnmonism. It was a 
rare reference tw a democratic 
majority as a way station in the 
firat place. It's actually talking 
about Lenin's dictatorship by a 
few Bolsheviks over ths masees of
